Mother Who Left Her Romping with

, Fifteen-year-old Helen Wineman of 
1,646 Third Avenue was help her 
mother prepare supper in the ment 
kitchen last night when three dogs owned 
by William Baum, the. proprietor of a 
saloon on the ground floor, ran into the 
room. The girl began playing with them. 
She seized a thin bladed potato knife, and 
climbing on top a kitchen table assumed 
@ threatening attitude. 

She was warned by her mother not to 
play with the knife and a moment later 
Mrs. Wineman left. the basement and 
ascended to her apartment, which is on 
the fourth floor of the house. When she 
returned to the cellar she found her 
daughter lying upon the floor on her face, 
the upper part of her body partly sup- 
ported by the potato knife, upon which she 
had fallen . 

The girl was conscious and Mrs. Wine- 
man turned her over and asked her if she 
Was burt, , 

‘No, I'm not hurt,” replied the girl, 
“but mother please take this knife out of 
my heart,” she added. 

Mrs, Wineman drew out the knife and 
[ran screaming up the stairway to the 
saloon. Patrolman McGrath of the East 
Highty-eighth Street Station called an 
ambulance from Reception Hospital. 

When Mrs. Wineman returned to the 
basement’ her daughter had disappeared. 
A trail of blood leading to the basement 
stairway wes followed and Mrs. Wine- 
man found-the girl dead; lying half way 
up the stairway, wey she had dragged 
herself. : 


NO SALE TO TEXAS OIL. 


Lord Cowdray Says He Has Not Even 
Been Negotiating a Sale to Gates. 


Lord Cowdray denied last. night at the 
St. Regis Hotel that there was any truth 
in the Wall Street rumors that the syn- 
dicate of which he is the head is con- 
sidering the sale of its oil lands in Mexico 
to the Texas Oil Company, which John W, 
Gates controls, 

Since his arrival in this city Lord Cow- 
dray has been in consultation with the 
executive officers of the Texas Oil Com- 
pany, and it was said that. he was ne- 
gotiating for the disposal of his syndi- 
cate’s large holdings near Tampico and at 
Minatitlan. . 

Both the Pearson syndicate and the 
Texas Oil Company have been in active 
competition with the Waters-Pierce Com- 
pany, but the relations of the Texas com- 
pany with the Waters-Pierce people were 
more friendly than those of the English 
company, and Wall Street believed that 
the transfer of the Pearson holdings to 
them was contemplated in order to place 
the competition to the Waters-Pierce 
Company on a more profitable basis.

Insists That Sherman Burned Colum- 
bia, and Book Is Changed.

COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 14.—As a re- 
sult of Gov. Blease’s refusal to approve 
the adoption by the State Board of Edu- 
cation of hompson’s History of the 
United States because the text book left 
the responsibility for the burning of Co- 
lumbia in 1865 in doubt, Waddy Thomp- 
son of Atlanta, the author, has consented 
to change the history so as to place the 
blame for the destruction of the city on 
Sherman, who, Blease insists, was re- 
sponsible, although it is a mooted point. 

Gov. Blease said to-day that with this 
amendment the story was acceptable, 
and he would withhold his opposition. 
The book will be used in all the public 
schools of South Carolina during the next 
five years.

Delegate Says Perjury Involving 
$50,000 Was Ignored Until 
Statute of Limitations Ran. 


COMMITTEE TO ASK FACTS 


Inquiry Into Charges Against Attorney 
General's Subordinates May Fol-

WASHINGTON, July 14.-A wholesale 
investigation of the activities of the De- 
partment of Justice and its*agents in 
Alaska is promised in a resolution offered 
by Delegate ‘Wickersham, which the 
House Judiciary Committee has decided 
to report favorably. The resolution fol- 
lowed correspondence between Delegate 
Wickersham and Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, in which the, Delégate accused 
agents of the Alaska syndicate of a whole 
string af crimes—for instance, that a 
“Grand Jury was packed and a Deputy 
United States District Attorney was 
bribed.’’ 

Attorney General Wickersham is in- 
volved in a charge by the Delegate that 
he ignored plain evidence of -fraud . that 
cost the Government about $50,000, until 
the statute of limitations had run, and 
évidence that an agent of the syndi- 
cate had tampered with Grand Jurors 
and Government witnesses in a murder 
case growing out of a clash of railway 
interests. 

Delegate Wickersham's resolution calls 
on the Department of Justice for informa- 
tion and documents bearing on the string 
of cases, As a matter of fact, however, 
he has what purports to be proof of many 
of the itemized charges concerning the 
department’s agents in Alaska, and the 
real object of the resolution ig to draw 
forth an explanation of whst he considers 


‘the inactivity of the department heads 


here in regard to the matter. He is on 
the trail of “men higher up,”’ and while 
his resolution does not order an investi- 
gation it Goes ask for information upon 
which, if it comes up to expectations, an 
investigation will be ordered. 

The Delegate particularly wants to know 
why it is that of all the department's 
agents in Alaska the two who were suc- 
cegsfully prosecuting the wrongdoers were 
expelled from the service. These two 
men were District Attorney J. J. Boyce, 
at Juneau, and Marshal Daniel Suther- 
land. They were removed a year ago 
after obtaining the conviction of Edward 
C. Hasey for homicide committed, accord-

Agreement with Japan Excludes 
War with Nation Having - 


Arbitration Treaties. 

















RIGHTS IN INDIA RECOGNIZED 


Peace and Commercial interests in 
\ 
China and Eastern Asia.to 
be Maintatned. 


LONDON, July 14.—The Anglo-Japanese 
alliance has been modified to exclude the 
United States from Great Britain’s pos- 
sible enemies and the life of the alliance 
has been extended nearly six years by the 
new version of the treaty, which Sir Hd- 
ward Grey, the British Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs, and Count Kato, the Japa- 
nese AMbassaoor at wondon, signed yes- 
terday. The original agreement, which 
was signed Aug. 12, 1905, included eight 
articles and a preamble. The only prac- 
tical difference between that and the 
new version is embodied in Article IV., 
which reads: 

“Should either high contracting party 
conclude a treaty of general arbitra- 
tion with a third power, it is agreed 
that nothing in this agreement shall en- 
tail upon such contracting party an ob- 
ligation to go to war with the power 
with whom such treavy of arbitration 
is in force.” 

The preamble states: 

“The Government of Great Britain and 
the Government of Japan, having in view 
the important changes which have taken 
place in the situation since the conclusion 
of the Anglo-Japanese agreement of Aug. 
12, 1905, and believing that a revision of 
that agreement responding to such 
changes would contribute to the general 
stability and repose, have agreed upon 
the following stipulations to replace the 
agreement above mentioned.” 

Then follow the objects of the alliance 
as set forth in the prevtous draft. These 
include the consolidation and maintenance 
of. general peace in the regions of Hast- 
ern Asia and India, the preservation of 
the common interests of a}l -the powers 
in China, and tie’maintenance of the tér- 
ritorial rights of the contracting parties 
in the regions of Eastern Asia and India. 
and the defense of their special interests 
in those regions. 

Articles 8, 4, and 6 of the treaty of 
1905 are omitted in the revised version. 

Article 8 of the old version stipulated 
that, Japan “‘ possessing political, mili- 
tary, d economic interests in Korea, 
Great Britain recognizes Japan’s right 
to take such measures for the guidance, 
control, and protection of\ Korea as she 
may deem proper and necessary to safe- 
guard and advance those interests, provid- 
ing the measures so taken are not con- 
trary to the principle of equal oppor- 
tunities for the commerce and industry of 
all nations." 

Article 4 related to the recognition 
by Japan of Great Britain's rights to 
protect her Indian possessions, 

Article 5 refers to the war betw 
Japan and Russia ar that date and Great 
Britain's neutrality. 

The revision of the treaty is known to 
have been largely the result of discussion

particularly Australia. That it was con- 
summated so soon was a éurprise to the 
diplomats.

Presents Aero Club Medal to 
Boston Aviator, Who Alights 
on White House Lawn.

But He Outrides the Rain and Keeps 
a Luncheon Appointment with 
Chamber of Commerce.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Harry N. At- 
wood, the young Boston aviator, winner 
of Tun New YorK Times Trophy, made 
the last leg of his Boston to Washing- 
ton flight to-day, in which”he ‘has cov- 
ered 576 miles, by sailifig in from College 
Park in the aeroplane Moth, which he 
bought yesterday from Charles K. Ham- 
ilton, and alighting on the south lawn 
of the White House just at the edge of 
the driveway, and fairly in line with the 
middle of the south portico, on which 
stood President Taft, Secretary Hilles, 
and Major Butt, the President’s military 
aid. 

Atwood stepped from the machine, and 
was escorted to the portico, where the 
Presifent presented him with the gold 
medal of the Aero Club of Washington. 
Atwood’s mother, who had come on from 
Boston, was an interested spectator. Then 
Atwood went back to his machine, swung 
it around, started it up, and sailed away 
out of the White House grounds. 

The programme of the day caJled for a 
luncheon to. Atwood by the Washington 
Chamber of ‘Commerce before the flight. 
It was at first- arranged that Atwood 
should attend the luncheon, which was 
set for noon, and then go out to College 
Park by automobile and return by aero- 
plane. ‘But Atwood decided on a dit- 
ferent plan for himself. After spending 
part of the morning with his mother, who 
had just arrived in Washington, he went 
out to the aviation field. and stayed there 
until nearly. noon. / The weather was 
threatening, with a/heavy overcast sky, 
and there was much uncertainty as to 
whether or not the flight could be made." 
But Atwood finally determined to at- 
tempt it, regardless Of the weather. 

It had begun to rain and wet weather 
does not present the best conditions for 
aeroplane work. The wind was blowing 
more than twenty miles an hour and 
—— the difficulties. Atwood was 
not daunted, however. He tuned up the 
Moth, and with the rain driving down 
with. such force as seriously to limit 
his range of vision, he made the start 
k at nine minutes be- 
fore 12 o’clock. He circled the field a 
little to’ gain altitude, and when he had 
reach about.a thousand feet he set 
his course for Was ton, following the 
line of the Potomac River. He oame at

A great crowd had been attracted by 
the arrival of the aeroplane at noon, and 
the streets near the White House and all 
the oval south of the Executive Mansion 
were filled with people waiting for the 
spectacular landing on the White House 
lawn. Directly in front of the south 
portico of the White House there is an 
Open space through-the trees, which else- 
where fill the grounds. This open space 
is broken at the middle distance by a 
large fountain, and at the southern edge 
of the grounds there are trees again. The 
open space gives a view from the south 
portico directly down to the Washington 
Monument. It was through this open 
lane.in the trees that Atwood was to at- 
tempt his landing. 

Just ‘as the President rose from the 
table at about 2:40 o’clock one of the 
messengers telephoned to Gen. Oliver, and 
the signal was shown on’ top of the War 
Department ‘Building: Atwood was wait- 
ing inthe machine, and at. the instant 
gave.the word to let go. The Moth rosé 
quickly, and at high speed Atwood began 
manoeuvring for elevation. He circled 
the big field once, and then swung aroun 
facing the White House. Ashe saile 
directly north toward the Executive 
Mansion the. President, with Mr. Hilles 
and Major Butt,.came out on the portico. 
Atwood was just above the tree tops at

The young aviator shut off the engine 
and’ prepared to descend, but the brisk 
wind held him back a little, and he saw 
that he was not going to clear the trees. 
He started the engine again and shot up 
over the tree tops. Then with the power 
shut off he glided gently and evenly down 
the lane between the trees, directly above 
the big fountain,-and landed on the thick, 
soft turf. His machine came to a stop

Atwood promptly and 
firmly declined to do that. He was in a 
great hurry, as he had to go to New York 
by an early afternoon train. 

Almost immediately after thanking the

Harry N. Atwood, the Boston aviator 
who won THE TrHxEs trophy for the flight 
from Boston to Washington, and who 
yesterday called on President Taft in his 
aeroplane, arrived in New York last night 
to. discuss with Mr. Curtis of the Burgess 
Co. & Curtis of — ———— —2 the 
advisability of making an aeroplane flight 
from New. York to Chicago. ‘The prob- 
abilities are that Mr. Atwood will make 


such a, flight. in the near future, but he 
said. last night that nothing. definite 
wou be decided for several days* at 
east. . 

Mr, Curtis arrived from Boston: last 
night and held a long conference with 
Mr. Atwood in the Hotel Manhattan, dur- 
ing which they discussed the proposed 
flight from various standpoints. Mr. At- 
wood is anxious to add such an achieve- 
ment as the New York to-Chicago flight 
to his record and whether or not he at- 
tempts it will depend on certain develop- 
ments that are expected to come to a head 
soon. - 

“There is nothing positive that I can 
say about a New York to Chicago flight 
at this time,” Mr. Atwood said last night, 
‘‘and I won’t be in a position to make 
any definite announcements, one way or 
the other, for several days yet. The 
flight is entirely feasible and with any- 
thing like good weather conditions I be- 
lieve it can be successfully accomplished.”’ 

In the event he does decide to make 
the flight, Atwood’s route would_prob- 
ably be over the New York Central Line 
to Buffalo, and from Buffalo to Chicago 
over the e Shore tracks. He- would 
expect to take up about.ten days im mak- 
ing the flight, and would make stops in 
the more important cities en route. 

Speaking of his flight from College 
Park, Md., to Washington, on Thursday, 
Atwood said that he was above the city 
for forty minutes, during which time he 
circled over every important building in 
the capital, He came within five feet of 
the top of Washington Monument, sail- 
ing own from an altitude of more than 
2 feet. 


President Taft, the aviator said, re- 
ceived him most cordially yesterday, and 
congratulated him upon being the first 
aviator to arrive in ashington via the 
all-atmospheric route 

Atwood also qualified for his_pilot’s 
license at -College Park yesterday by 
making the second of the two endurance 
tests required under the rules of the Fed- 
eration Aeronautique Internationale: The 
first. endurance test, as well as the re- 
quired altitude flight, wefe made at Gov- 
ernors Island a week ago last Monday, so 
that * the second of the two endur- 
ance tests remained to be made. 

A surprise that made Atwood happy 
yesterday was the gift of a silveF ciga- 
rette case from the army officers, sta- 
tioned on Governors Island. 

Atwood will return to Wasltington to- 
day, but will be back in New York in a 
ew days with his aeroplane. This time 
he will bring the machine back by rail, 
and it will probably be reassembled on 
Governors Island, from which point he 
will probably start in the event a New 
York to Chicago flight is arranged.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—For nearly six 
hours to-day Gov. Charles S. Deneen of 
Illinois was cross-examined by counsel 
for Senator Lorimer concerning the testi- 
mony the Governor gave yesterday to the 
Senate committee which is investigating 
the election of Senator Lorimer. It is ex. 
pected that to-morrow the Governor wiil 
be cross-examined about events on the 
day Lorimer was elected. 

Nearly every phase of/Tilinois politics 
was ‘entered into by Attorney Elbridge 
Hanecy in crosseexamining the witness. 
The testimony constitutes a history of 
political alignments in Illinois from the 
time Mr. Deneen was first elected State’s 
Attorney for Cook County. 

Mr. Hanécy sought to show that it was 
Deneen who organized the Legislatures 
during his term as Governor and not 
Lorimer, but Mr. Deneen was certain 
that he himself did not dictate the Chair- 
men of committees, and that Lorimer 
had.» attended a conference somewhere 
wherein it was agreed to have the minor- 
ity Republicans and Democrats organize 
the House, which voted for Lorimer. 

Mr. Hanecy sought to show that if fif- 
teen Deneen men had voted for Hopkins 
on the first day’s balloting for Sénator, 
Hopkins would: have been elected. Mr. 
Deneen was not willing to say that all 
these fifteen were full-fledged Deneen 
men. 

Mr. Deneen could not recall, he said, 
exactly when his friends decided or first 
discussed the question of postponing the 
election of Hopkins, but said he felt it 


was some time after the balloting for 
Senator had begun. 

The witness explained that all that was 
dene to postpone Hopkins's election was 
to hav about ten men vote.for Foss. On 
the last ballot, he said, they returned to 
Hopkins. 

Mr. Hanecy asked Gov. Deneen about 
the Organization of the Legislature in 
1909, when Shurtless ,;was elected Speaker 
by Democratic and Republican votes, and 
he inquired if the witness ‘wanted to be 
understood as testifying that Senator 
Lorimer in §Spritigfield or Chicago. or 
Washington, or any place on earth, had 
anything to do with anybody who or- 
ganized the Legislature.’’ 

‘*T think he was some place where they 
agreed to the organization as put 
through,”’ replied the Governor.

Wickersham Wants to Know About 
Concern Formed in. This City. 


WASHINGTON, July .14.—The Depart- 
ment of Justice is inquiring into the Na- 
tional City Company. the $10,000,000 se- 
curity corporation recently conceived by 
the Natfénal City Bank interests of New 
York, to ascertain if it will be in violation 
of the Federal statutes. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham is awaiting complete 
information before determining on action, 

The courts’ have specifically ruled 
against one National bank acquiring the 
stock of another. Government officials 
consider that the National City. Bank 
circular of June 28 contains a more or 
less tacit admission that the National 
City Company is going to engage in 
business in such stocks. 


Stockholders of the National City Bank. 
received a ‘special dividend of 40 per cent. 
on July 10, to enable them to subscribe 
to a neficial interest in the newly 
formed National City Company, which 
has a capital of $10,000,000.

|GRAFT HINT IN COAL BILL 


$599.95 Paid Out: on Bill That Appar- 
ently Called for Only $124.25— 
Bookkeper Can't Explain. 


While every one was becoming somewhat 
weary of Charles ‘Dushkind’s attempts to 
drag evidence from'a Hoffman Island‘car- 
penter named Leavitt at the Quarantine 
invesfigation yesterday, the lawyer for 
the ‘complaining immigrants suddenly 
opened @ line of questions Which caused 
every one in the courtroom to-sit up and 
take notice: We hdd previously elicited 
from the carpenter the -fact_ that since 
the investigation has‘ started Dr. Doty 
“has given: some orders for cleaning and 
repairing at the station. 

“Ten't it a fact,” he continued, “that 
when all the buildings on the island.were 
being flushed out, a couple weeks ago, 
just after this investigation started, the 
water used in flushing out the dormitory 
in which the passengers of the cholera 
ship Moltke are sleeping flowed back into 
a drinking water cistern nearby, the cover 
of which had been carelessly left open?” 

The witness, after a number of quali- 
fications, admitted that ‘he had heard 
something about some such occurrence. 

“Didn't thé other people on the island 
drink water out of this: cistern after it 
had been thus contaminated? ” Mr. Dush- 
kind asked. ‘ 

The witness again denied having ac- 
curate Knowledge on the subject, but said 
he understood that this was so. 

“ And have not a number of cases’ ‘of 
Cholera developed on the island as a re- 
sult of this cistern cover having been 
carelessly left off and of the drinking 
water having become contaminated?" the 
lawyer asked. 

Again Leavitt said he had heard s0, 
but protested vigorously that he was not 
in a position to know definitely whether 
his understanding of the matter was cor- 
rect. 

“ Didn’t Dr. Doty, when he heart what 
had happened, pay a hurried visit to 
Hoffman Island at. 7 A. M. the day be- 
fore: yesterday and threaten to quaran- 
tine the whole island?" the lawyer asked. 

The witness answered affirmatively, but 
still protested his inability to give com- 
petent testimony on the subject. 

The hearing adjourned at this point, 
and the reporters immediately crowded 
around Mr. Dushkind and asked him to 
‘tell them all he knew about the alleged 
cholera outbreak. On questioning~ him 
closely they found that he was sensa- 


tional but vague. 

“The cover of a drinking water cistern 
was carelessly left off. a couple of weeks 
ago,” he. declared, ‘“‘and the infected 
water which had been used in flushing 
out the dormitory flowed into it. No one 
discovered it for several days, when halt 
@ dozen eases of cholera broke out on 
the island. Ther evidences of cholera 
a were found in the cistern’s 

s of the outbreak so 
frightened Dr. oty that he. threatened 
to quarantine the whole island. He 
caused the half dozen cholera cases to be 
removed at once 

“No epidemic of” cholera has been 
caused on ffman Island recently 
through any water used for flushing pur- 
on gett into the drinkin water 

an ‘open cistern. cover,’’ Dr. Doty 
xplained somewhat wearily last. “night. 
flushing water has got fmto the 
—— and no cistern cover has 
eft 0 
“The incident on which the story, 
either —— ignorance * the employes 
or malice other peopte, has been built 
is this: About five days. ago one of the 
sewers on the island backed up. We in- 
vestigated, and found that part of the 
sewer pipe was broken. We feared that 
in some way the sewage might pass 
through the ground and get into a near- 
by drinking water cistern. So I ordered 
that the cistern be closed. Absolutely no 
cases of cholema have developed on the 
island owing to -the contamination of 
any —— vater. 

. “Among the Moltke’s passengers, how- 
ever, there have been two deaths from 
cholera. Six others of the Moltke’s pas- 
sengers have been removed ta Swinburne 
Island, two of whom have cholera and 
the other four being suspected of having 
it. There are no cases of cholera on: 

Hoffman Island now.’ 

More evidence of inadequate bookkeep- 
ing, if not actual petty — in sup- 
ply buying at Quarantine, was given yes- 
terday before the commission. 

Maurice J. Doyle, head bookkeeper, orm 
‘eing recalled to the stand testified that 
thousands of dollars’ worth of the coal 
used by the Quarantine stations was pur- 
chased from a young man-named John 
D. Marston, who h no.coal yards or 
office. 

“Here is a voucher dated April Zi, 1911, 
showing a receipt of $599.95 by this man 
Marston from the Quarantine authori- 
tles.“ Mr. Dushkind said to the witness.

Under 50 Degrees, as Required. 


Health Commissioner Lederle an- 
nounced yesterfay that results of a spe- 
cial effort to keep down the temperature 
of milk as it comes into the city had 
proved very satisfactory. The milk is 
examined not only at the thirteen points 
of entrance to New York, but in the 
wagons and upon its delivery to retail 
atores. 

The average temperature of 888 epeci- 
mens examined in the recent hot spell 
was 49 tegrees Fahrenheit. This is one 
degree below the temperature that marks 
the upper limit, beyond which the milk 
is ———— fn * meaning of the 
Sanitary Code. oe of the hottest 
days this - Summer, 618 specimens ex- 
amined, only 78 were found to be above 
that temperature.

will be cordially received, but we have 
not noticed that the theatrical taste 
of dur people has been tending largely 
toward the poetical, the mystical, the 
subtly humorous, or the obscure. Mr. 
Yeats and his. cempanions will un- 
doubtedly be entertained at tea and at 
dinner by many of the elect who will 
expéct to be invited to see the per- 
formances. : It is a pitiful failing of 
the elect in literature and art to yearn 
to ‘be deadheads in the theatre. 

As for the multitude, we should not 
care to bet.,on its atceptance of the 
dramas of Syne, YeATs, and Lady 
Grecory. That “smaller public” 
which is supposed to like fine, subtle, 
and new things in the way of stage 
plays continually eludes detection.
